HE people are no longer indifferent 

to goiter. Most of them know-about 

the thyfoid gland, where it is lo- 

cated, and how it causes some to 
be slow physically and mentally, and 
others fidgety and restless; how Cretin- 
ism and myxedema are caused by too 
little’ of its secretion and exophthalmic 
os. forms of goiter by too much 
of Most of them know that the prin- 
cipal cause of goiter trouble is the effort 
made the thyroid gland tb secrete in 
spite of a shortage of iodine tn the food 
and water supplies. They.also know that 
sore throat, infected tonsils, infection 
elsewhere in the body, emotional stress, 
pregnancy, and rapid growth are con- 
tributing causes of goiter troubles. 

a. 

Some who are not interested in goiter 
as a disease are intrigued by goiter as 
a deformity. Most people know that there 
are different varieties of goiter, that 
these are not of the same importanc», 
and that there are laboratory tests for 
telling one kind from another. The pur- 
pose of this article is to give some simple 
methods by which an affected person 
may guess the importance of his or her 
kind of goiter. 

The goiterous enlargernents are, sym- 
metrical or asymmetrical. An asymmet- 
rical goiter is one that is larger on ons 
side, or bulges especially in the middle. 
A knobby, knotty or asymmetrical goiter 
that grows fast is apt to be a cancer or 
some other kind of a rapidly growing 
tumor. Such a tumor is dangerous and 
must be looked after at once. A slowly 
growing, knobby, knotty or asymmetrical 
goiter is probably a cyst or a slow grow- 
ing tumor and does not call for quick 
action. 

Symmetrical goiters in young people— 
adolescents—are not important. Many of 
them go away without treatment after 
a few years. They are amenable to hy- 
gienic treatment. Many are cured by 
the use of iodine. Those that are found 
in the nervous young people are more 
significant and should be investigated. 

~~. 

Golters that develop during pregnancy 
may not be of great importance. Like 
those that develop during periods of 
rapid growth, they may quiet down when 
the strain is over. Exophthalmic goiter, 
or the kind that causes the eyes to bulge, 
is important. The measure of their impor- 
tance is the amount of nervousness and 
irregularity of the heart action that is 
caused. Next to the thyroid cancers in

Importance come the goiters which cause 
great nervousness, tremor and irregular 
heart action. These are apt to be small 
in size and not conspicuous. The great 
harm they do is from thyroid poisoning. 
They must be watched. Just as it is 
dangerous to procrastinate with cancer 
goiters, so it is risky to put off—delay— 
hope-against hope—with this, the poison- 
ing kind,

opinion of a ttle boy 18 months old, 
‘At first he seemed to be a normal baby. 
Then he. began to have colic when a few 
days old:, The mother began thumping 
him back and forth in a straight chair.

And when he was tiny and 
cried, this was carried on at night.

I think his diet has jolted him more than 
the mother has. ‘Of course an 18 months old 
child living om condensed milk and skimmed 
milk is pale and “lifeless,” and constipated. 
He needs pot “ licker,” vegetables, bread, ce- 
real, fruit, soup and maybe meat and eggs 
as well as boiled whole milk. Get him the 
right food and he will stand the jolting.

Honey Cookery. 


Some one wants a number of recipes 
printed here on the subject of honey 
cookery. Why not read and consider 
the interesting and thick little book- 
lets which bee men put out, and in 
that way get a larger choice of the 
things you may do with honey? 

There is also farmer bulletin 653 
with the title “Honey and Its Uses 
in the Home.” It contains twenty-six 
pages and over fifty recipes, and it 
would take us nearly two months in 
this column to print that much. This 
is to be had by addressing the United 
States department of agriculture, 
Washington, D.C. I donot have it-for 
distribution, although I never seem- 
ingly mention these bulletins that 
some one does not apply directly to me 
for copies.
